Each 
player also received a champion­ 
ship medal. This is the second year 
that River Grove has w’on the cham ­ 
pionship at the festival.

by field nurses and the children 
were graded on their teeth, 
eyes, 
nose and throat, personal hygiene, 
skin, nutrition and other health fac­ 
tors.

were busy from eleven o’clock until 
three before the last pupil was ex­ 
amined and Judged.
